Since its first session back in 1789, 
the Congress of the United States 
has represented 
American principle of Government 
by the People. 

Through almost a century and a 
half it has remained one of the 
greatest Representative Legislatures 
on earth. 

That is something for its members 
to remember during the session now 
im progress. 

For the present Congress of the 
United States faces a double oppor- 
tunity. It can translate into action 
the will of the public; and it can 
continue to prove to the world that 
Government by the People offers the 
surest road to the continued well- 
being of a nation and its individual 
citizens. 

At this time such a demonstration 
eould prove of immense value to 
both the Old World and the New. 


To Europe it could emphasize the 
significant facts that nations rattle 
the sabre less violently and men live 
in greater happiness where Public 
Opinion, rather than Dictatorship, 
rules. 

At home it could remind us that 
under the American form of gov- 
ernment, authority resides in our 
elected representatives — not in the 
hordes of appointed Bureaus and 
Commissions which through recent 
years have increasingly expanded in 
size, in power, and in arrogance. 

During past weeks official Wash- 
ington has strongly indicated an 
intention to curtail both in num- 
bers and in power our growing army 
of Bureaucrats. 

If the 75th Congress backs up that 
promise it can win the widespread 
approval of the country. But this 
will not end the achievement. It 
ean also take a significant step in 
strengthening throughout the world 
the principle of Government by the 
People —a principle on which our 
Nation was founded and has risen 
to greatness.

World Exposition Already 
Growing Up; Seeks Active 


Participation of State 


NEW YORK, \&pecial).—The New 
York World’s Fair, in which every 
state in the nation must inevitably 
take small or prominent part, is out 
of its infancy

flours of the Empire State building. 
Judging from al! of these, the Fair is 
a lusty. growing institution that will 
reach full maturity—no question 
about it—by the schedulea opening 
day, April 30. 193y. 

The task ot grading the site is about 
half completed. Battalions of men 
with trucks have already moved over 
3,000,000 cubic yards of dry fill in the 
process of turning the waste marsh 
lends of the Flushing River basin into 
park ground. Other battalions are 
scooping out “meadow mat” for use 
as fertile top soil for the made lands, 
and in so aoing excavate the beds for 
the two iarge lagoons featured in 
plans for the Fair. 

The first o. the 300 structures which, 
according tc estimates, will hcuse the 
1939 Fair, has been completed and is 
ready for occupancy. This is the head- 
quarters building for the field forces 
of today and the employmen. depart- 
ment of the exposition period. 

Scheduled for early in the new 
year is the start of actual construc- 
tion of the $900,000 Administratior. 
building. The designs for this struc- 
ture, let under architectura! contract 
a few weeks ago, are nearing the day 
of their approval in the Corporation’s 
offices. Upon completion of this build- 
ing, late in August, 1937, the Fair 
headquerters, bag, baggage and sales 
offices, moves to the exposition site. 

“The most splendid and significant 
edifice projected for the 1939 inter- 
national exposition,” the, Theme 
building, as described at Fair head- 
quarters, 1s also well along in its con- 
tractural period. The estimated cost of 
th:s great ouilding for the ‘““shematic 
Centre” of the exposition is set at 
$1,200,000. The preliminary designs 
are to be finished in about eight 
weeks and the final plans submitted 
within four week. thereafter. Con- 
struction is scheduled to start im- 
mediately the designs are completed, 

From this Theme centre will radi- 
ate all that is to be the 1939 Fair as 
conceived by its founders and ren- 
dered into concrete terminology and 
mode! by the Fairs Board of Design. 

“Our jot from now on is to give 
physical expression to the plan and 
theme of the Fair as announced and 


as set down on paper in our head- 
quarters,” says Grover Whalen, 
President of the Fair Corporation. 

“Startlug next April 1, we plan to 
complete the design of une major 
building every ten uays for a period 
oi seven months. In all, we expect 
to design no less than 30 major build- 
ings to house the exhibits from every 
part of the world. Some 300 struc- 
tures, in all, are planned for the 
Fiushing Meadow site, within a few 
minutes’ ride from Manhattan.” 

Without solicitation on the part of 
the Fair, more than 250 American 
business houses and institutions have 
begun preliminary conversations re- 
garding their participation and are 
already planning exhibits. Five of the 
great nations of the world have al- 
ready assured the Corporation that 
they would erect their own buildings, 
while no less than 32 other nations 
have informally indicated their de- 
sire to participate. 

And then, on top of all this display 
ot keen interest, comes the announce- 
ment that the Invernational Conven- 
tion Bureau, meeting in Paris, has 
allocated the year 19389 to the New 
York Fair. This means that the New 
York Fair has exclusive ranking as 
the “one international exposition” of 
1939, and assures it of the active sup- 
port of the 21 nations’ signing the 
agreement. 

President Roosevelt has just ex- 
tended official invitation to the na- 
tions of the world. Governor Herbert 
H. Lehman, of the host State of New 
York, has extended invitation to the 
governors and .esident- of 47 states. 
Grover Whalen, iikewise. has invited 
the gove™nors*in a letter pointing out 
that ‘the commercial consequences 
of the Nev York World’s F..ir are so 
great and important that they alone 
would justify the active participa- 
tion of -very state’

In addi- 
tion, it will be presented 
California Newspaper 
Association convention in San 
Jose January 14-16, where it is 
expected it will be approved by the 
state organization. 

Reason for adoption of the reso- 
lution is that in the past numerous 
occasions have come to attention 
of the newsmen where press 
passes were being given out to peo- 
ble other than members of the 
press. The resolution does not ob- 
ject to other forms of passes being 
distributed, but is only to prevent 
press courtesies from falling into 
the hands of other people. 

At the session, held at Pete & 
Mary's Cafe, Edwin Wild-er, man- 
ager of the Northern California 
branch of the California Newspaper 
Publishers Association, spoke on 
the coming convention and pro- 
gram. He also discussed the news- 
print situation, which is becoming 
crucial due to the maritime strike 
and the lack of rains which has 
caused cessation of manufacture in 
the Pacific Northwest.

AN ORDINANCE ADOPTING A 
PLUMBING CODE FOR THE 
CITY OF MENLO PARK, PRO- 
VIDING FOR THE ISSUANCE 
OF CERTIFICATES OF REGIS- 
TRATION, LICENSING OF 
PLUMBERS, REGULATING THE 
CONSTRUCTION AND REPAIR

BUILDINGS AND PRESCRIB-
